2. An information, upon which the esebrt of cavalry alluded to in No. 3 was granted, was 
sworn on the evening of 27lh December 1866, by Mr. John Bagge Hearne, the conducting- 
agent for one of the candidates; this information (of which I have not a copy) remains in 
the hands of Captain Barry, the permanent resident magistrate at Dungarvan, and who 
was also the senior resident magistrate present at Dungarvan during the election. 

3. I cannot give the exact number or strength of the military escort, hut I accompanied 
a troop of cavalry under command of Major Wombwell (12th Lancers), from Keiley’s 
Cross into Dungarvan (nine miles) on Friday 28th December 1866 ; on that occasion 
we brought in about 120 persons stated to be voters, whom we escorted to and left at the 
bouse of a person named FitzGerald, in the Square of Dungarvan. 



4. Any documents of this nature which may be in existence remain in the bands of 
Captain Barry, resident magistrate at Dungarvan.

In reply to your letter of 22nd instant, aud enclosure, requiring copies of requisition for 
troops to escort voters previous to the day of polling at the late election for the county 
Waterford, I have to state that I forwarded a general requisition for troops, police, 
and magistrates, on the 20th December 1S66, and therewith enclosed the application from 
the election agent. 

On the 28th December, the day before election, Mr. M'Cloud, resident magistrate, 
with the advice arid concurrence of the other stipendiary magistrates, went with a cavalry 
escort to patrol the roads in the direction of Mithel. 

On the same afternoon I received a telegraphic message from Mr. F. Malcolmson, j.p., 
for the immediate attendance of cavalry at Curragkmore Gate. I immediately went with a 
half-troop of the 6th Dragoon Guards, Captain Godman commanding, and having found 
no disturbance at once returned. 

In the night of the same day Mr. M'Louglin, s.'i., at my request, sent a police escort 
in the direction of Mithel, to recover voters alleged to have been forced off cars. 

Before daylight on the day of the polling all the available military, police, aud magis- 
trates were on duty at Carrickbeg, and peace and order were strictly maintained the entire 
day. 

1 enclose a copy of my letter of the 20th December, but have no copies of the requi- 
sitions which were written and handed to the military officers at the moment, as required, 
on the polling day and the day previous. Those original requisitions were forwarded by 
Major Drew, 75th Regiment, commanding here, to the Quartermaster General, Dublin, and 
copies tn the Quartermaster General, Cork. 



County Tipperary, 
Carrick-on-Suir, 20 December 1866. 

I bf.g leave to forward the enclosed application for troops and police at Carrickbeg, for 
the approaching election in the county Waterford. 

I have conferred with the Sub-Inspector of Police, and the officer commanding the troops 
here, and they both think that a large force will be necessary. There are about 25 police 
constables in Carrick-on-Suir and Carrickbeg, and about 100 infantry and 25 mounted 
dragoons, but the Major commanding thinks he should not denude the barracks altogether, 
and thinks that not more than 40 infantry and 25 dragoons could he rendered available for 
the election purposes. 

The nomination of candidates is to take place on Wednesday next, and it is expected 
that the following Saturday will be the clay for polling. 

I beg further to state, that I have invited two county magistrates to assist in taking 
charge of the military, and as they each decline, I beg that magisterial assistance be also 
afforded.

already beea threatened with violeuce ; and that the tally rooms of said Captain Talbot 
will require protection before and during said election.

I have this day received from the Government a communication with regard to informa- 
tion to be supplied to an Ol der of the House of Commons, dated 6 th March 1867. 

I was stationed at Lismore during the last election for the county of Waterford. 

1 did not give any requisition to any officer for troops to escort voters on any day or days 
previous to the day of polling. 

As far as I can discern, these two answers embrace all the information I am asked for, as 
the questions about affidavits, written statements, &c. are made to depend upon the second 
answer. 

But the Government may desire to be informed (as I reported at the time) that upon 
the day previous to the polling I escorted, with 12 constables placed in cars, some voters, 
in number about 40, from Tallaght or Tallofa, to Lismore. I believe this escort was fur- 
nished in consequence of an application in person from the agent of one of the candidates. 
1 was asked to bring cavalry for this escort, but from the best information afforded to 
me, I thought! could do the duty with police, and as not the very smallest opposition was 
displayed I was justified in the result, and the work was done more expeditiously, and 
without parade or excitement.

With reference to your communication of 22nd instant, enclosing Order of House 
of Commons, dated 6th March 1867, 1 have to inform you that the only escort I was on was 
from Clonmel through Ballymacarbury, on road to Dungarvan, on the 28th September 
1866, and the escort consisted of two officers and 40 men of the 6th Dragoon Guards, and 
one officer and 25 men of the constabulary, as far as Ballymacarbury, but then I was 
obliged to detach half of the constabulary under their officer on another road. We 
proceeded as far as a place called Beary’s Cross. 

The following is a copy of the requisition from the Hon. Captain Talbot’s agent, 
on which I acted : 

“ Dear Sir, “ Clonmel, 27 September 1866. 

“ In consequence of having a very large number of voters to convey to Dungarvan, from 
the district of the county lying between this town and Dungarvan to-morrow, a large force 
of cavalry and police will be required. I have reason to believe that great violence and 
intimidation will be resorted to if sufficient protection be not granted.
